CONTESTS ARE INEVITABLE.

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 10.— the un- 
strtaiAty regarding the result of Tues- 
day's election in this state is not likely 
to be removed for some time. Both 
sides still claim victory, the state 
chairman of each party asserting that 
his Ueket hu • plurality o( abaH 
4.000. 

Newspaper returns from Republican 
eources give Taylor a plurality of 3,438 
while those from Democratic sources 
make Goebei's pluralitr ML These 
latter cover all but 3B precincts In the 
state, although several reports from 
eounttes give estimated pluralities in- 
stead of actual. Of the missing pre- 
cincts flVe are tti LbnisTllIe, which 
went Repnblican this year, 20 are in 
strong Republican counties and 10 are 
In strong Democratic counties. 

Feeling among the factions has been 
aggravated, rather than allayed, by the 

(SeTelOpments since Tuesday. Excited 
meetings are being held in many parts 
of the state to protest against frauds, 
which it is alleged are l>eing contem- 
plated by the leaders. 

Nothing short of the offlclal count 
will determine the result, and It is a 
fore^^nnc cnnclusion that the announce- 
ment of that count Will simply change 
the scene ot conflict to the courte or 
the leclslature, where it wUI appear In 
the form of a contest. 

The situation has not changed ma 
terially up to 1 p. m. The ofKcial count 
was begun in all parts of the state by 
the county boards of canvassers. In 
this city a li.rge crowd gathered at the 
courthouse, but there was no disturb- 
ance. The latest claims from newt- 
paper rAumi are a plurality of 168 
for Ooebel by the Times, and a plu 
rality of 3,605 for Taylor claimed by 
the Brenlng Post. 

Crtldwell's Klectlon Conceded. 
Columbus, O., Nov. 10.— Nash's pla 
jnllty win be eomewhere between 49,' 
^H) and 50,000. Owing to the Anti 
Saloon league fight against Hon. John 
Caldwell, he will run 37,000 behind 
Nash, but his election is no# e(M)ceded 
by 12,000. Judge Badger, Democrat, 
for supreme Judge, received nearly 
460,000 votes, which ia larger than the 
vote received by the governor-elect, 
but still Badger was defeated, as many 
of the Jones voters cast their ballots 
for his opponent. Jones' total vote 
will likely reach 103,000. .

Toledo, O., Nov. 10.— Mayor Jones 
issued a signed statement In which he 
denies that he had said: "If my race 
has in any way contributed to the suc- 
cess of John U. McLean, and a rebulce 
to the Infamous policy of the adminis- 
tration, I feel It has not been in vain."

More Arrets. 
Frankfort. Ky., Nov. 10.— Huford 
Williams, WIngate Thompson and 
Coleman Carr, prominent Democrats, 
have been arrested by Deputy United 
States Marshal tteCartif Oh warrantli 
charging intimidation of colored vot- 
ers on Tuesday. This makes a total 
o( nine warrants of this kind issued by 
the taderal court, and it is understood 
that probably lOO more will be issued.

Cleveland, 6., ttbv. 10.— Senator M. 
A. Itanna, chairman of the national 

Reputillcan committee, Is almoat pros- 
trated as the result of his work In 
the late campaign, and has decided to 
go to New York next week for special 
treatment for rhetimattsm. He refuses 
to discuss the subject of the manage- 
ment of the next national campaign. 

Two roiiiitlefi Not Kcportcd. 
Louisville, Nov. 10.— The Western 
Vnloa issued its last bulletin on the 
KeatuekT election, saying that with 
complete returns from 94 counties and 
nearly complete from 23 others, Tay- 
IM^ plltrhlity is 1,882. The two coun- 
tlet not reported, Leslie and Martin, 
gave in IMt a Republican plurality 
ot 1,136. 

Washington, Nov. 10.— Admiral 
Schley received his final orders from 
the navy department to holgt bU flag 
on the Chicago at New York on the 
l7th Inst., assuming command of the 
South Atl»tttlo station.

Oeneral *VMte <?ointnuDlcittea Willi

London, Nov. 1).— The British war 
Office has received from Oeneral Bui- 
ler the following dispatch from Cape 
Town: "Have received by pigeon post 
from General WhiN' lln' f -llowiii!': 

" 'The bombardmeut at luug range by 
heavy guns continues daily. A few 
tasualties are occurring, but no serious 
damage is being done. 

" 'The Boers sent In a number of 
refugees from the Tranvaal under u 
flag of truce. A flag ot truce from 
Lhdysmith met them out8|de the 
pickets. When the party separated tl;e 
Boer guns fired on it before It reacla'.i 
our pickets. Major Qale of the Koyal 
engineers was wounded while sending 
a message. The entrenchments are 
dally growing stronger and the supply 
Of provisions ia ample.' " 

Heavy Bombardment. 
New York, Nov. 10.— A dispatch 

from Estcourt says trustworthy infor- 
mation concerning the actual state of 
affairs in Ladysmith comes from two 
oivilians, who arrlv^ havUif escaped 
from the besieged town by evading the 
Lritish prttrols and stealing throii!;li 
the Boer lines. They say that both 
the town and the British camp are 
completely invested, and that artillery 
firing back and forth is continuous. 
The bombardment ia heavy, bvit its 
effect Is represented to be petty. The 
Boers are slightly superior In strength, 
but the British forces maintain a vig- 
orous defence, fighting dally. 

Arrived at Cape Town. 

Cape Town, Nov. 10.— The British 
transport Moor, having on board the 
otilrer.s of the staff of the three divi- 
sions of the British army corps on Its 
way to South Africa, arrived here. 

.Vrrestecl For Inciting; Klot. 
Philadelphia. Nov, 10.— Three of the 
striking employes of Cramps shipyard 
and Business Agent John J. Keegan 
of the International Association of 
Machinists and Frederick Counselman, 
treasurer of the machinists' organiza- 
tion, were arrested and hqld in ^t^fiOO 
ball each, charged with Inciting to 
riot. The strikers under arrest are 
Hugh Boyd, Thomas Wilson and Jo- 
seph Nelon. The direct cause of the 
arrest was the refusal of the men to 
move away from the vicinity of the 
shipyard when ordered to do so by the 
police.

Rice Will Testlsy. 
Washington, Nov. 10.— The indus- 
trial commission spent the forenoon 
In executive session considering a 
statement which Mr. George Rice of 
Ohio had submitted at the request of 
the commission, forecasting what he 
expected to say on the stand. This 
statement, it is said. wlU be severe \n 
Its reflection upon railroads, the Stand • 
ard Oil company, the interstate com- 
merce commiBsi(<n, and also upon other 
government officials. The commission 
has directed Mr. Rice to eliminate 
certain portions of his testimony. 

Bicycle Works Burned. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 10.— The Norwood 
bicycle works had a disastrous fire, 
which practically destroyed the con- 
tents of the three lower floors. The 
upper floors, filled .with stock, escaped 
Injury. The loss Is estimated at J70,- 
000; well Insured. Only about 25 
workmen are thrown out of employ- 
ment, as the next season's work had 
Just becun. It usually employs 400 
persons. 

Shot and Bobbed. 

Dunlap, Tenn., Nov. 10.— R. M. Rob- 
In.'^on, a prominent merchant. Was shot 
and robbed of |3,500 while returning 
to his home near here. He had been 
to Cincinnati, where he had sold a 
lot of mules and horses. Upon his ar- 
rival he was met at Dunlap by his 
brother and they started over the 
Cumberland meuatalna. Tbty were 
met by three masked men. 

To Btady Meteors. 
Berkeley, CM.. NoV. 10.— The big 
meteoric shower which astronomers 
predict for next week Is to be made a 
subject of special study by the depart- 
ment of astronomy in the University 
of California. Preparations are being 
made for such records to be taken as 
will prove of interest to the general 
public. 

No Change In llobHrt's Condltiun. 
Peterson, N. J., Nov. 10.— No bul- 
letin was issued giving the condition 
of the vice president. The only infor- 
mation given out was that Mr. Hobart 
aad had a restfirt night, an I was com- 
fortable. There was practically no 
change in his condition.

Washington, Nov. lO.-The war de- 
partment has received the following 
from General Otis at Manilla: 

"General LAWton experiences some 
difflculties on account of the contin- 
ued unprecedented rains in that sec- 
tion ot the country. His advance was 
at San Jose Thursday and at Carran- 

glan Friday. Strong force put through 
on Aligoa route. Young captured con- 
siderable additional Oubanatuan ar- 
senal property In transit north, among 
which was 144 2-lnch and 22 boxes 
I-inch, and one box of ammunition for 
IlotchkisB guns; 50 projectiles for 5 
and 8-inch breech-loading rifle cannon, 
two boxes of Orenadas and considera- 
ble other ordnance property, and two 
tons c.isting and arsenal machinery in 
parts. He is meeting with opposition, 
but advance la not much Impeded 
thereby. 

'•MacArthur reconnoitered north of 
Mab.Tlaeat, Bell to left, Slaven's scouts 
directed to front and Smith, Seven- 
teenth infantry, on Magalang and Con- 
cepclon road. Bell, Thirty-sixth, with 
five of his ofl\cers and two privates 
of his refiiment mounted, and one ofli- 
cer and 10 men of the Fourth cavalry 
struck 100 insurgents la the mountains 
west of Mabalacat, and charged them, 
killing and wounding 19, captured six, 
and 30 Mauser ritles. Railroad from 
Angeles to Bamban destroyed. 

"MacArth.:r will have 40,000 rations 
to front, and will take up advance to 
Tarlac at once. Wheaton reports 2.S 
Spanish prisoners secured, and 300 in- 
surgent recruits escaped to mountains 
from enemy during battle at San Fa- 
bian. These recruits were en route 
to Dagupan. Wheaton says everything 
Is favorable to carrying out success- 
fully his instructions, and that co- 
operation ot navy ia complete." 

A sec ond dlspateh from Oeneral Otia 
follows: 

"Ileport received concerning Whea- 
ton's movements erroneoua He did 
land at San Fibian as directed, and 

drove bulk at enemy back in desired 
direction towards Dagupan. Operations 
completely successful In every partic- 
ular." 

3IeHsnff<« From Otift Kxplalned. 
Great Interest is felt In the war de- 
partment over Aguinaldo's sudden 
change ot base northeastward from 
Tarlac to Bayombon, about 160 miles 
distant. There are numerous spellings 
of the latter place, but the form given 
is the one most generally adhered to on 
the maps In poasesslon of the war de- 
partment. The most Interesting fea- 
tures of the new situation is that 
Aguinaldo has been forced out of tlie 
Tagalo country into a region to the 
north, where Tagalo is not spoken, and 
where the mountains are filled with 
Negritos and other savage tribes, who 
are hostile to tlie Ta^alos. This Is 
about the most mountainous and in- 
accessible part of the island. 

It is on the headwaters .<|l( the Magat 
that Aguinaldo is now lOtetM. The 
way is open for him down the long 
Stretch of the river to Aparri, at the 
mouth of tha Cvcan. where It flows into 
the sea. Tkla ta one of the wildest 
but richest valleys in the island. 

It is believed that the river Cagayan 
is navigable for our tin-clad boats 150 
miles from ita mouth, and tor cascoes 
much further. 

It is ^x'pected as soon as Aguinaldo 
shows any disposition to move down 
the valley toward the China sea that 
warships and gunboats will be sent 
round the northern end of the island 
to nleet htm and to cut off his escape. 

If It Is his intention to escape from 
Luton he woutd naturally seek Aparri 
•r soma northern i^rt, but the country 
around Carab^llo mountain is such 
that he could probably stand off the 
whole American force in a game of 
hide and seek in the hills for the 
greater par t of the coming seasoa.

Md cavalry, who died on Nor. 7 of 
ehroak al4(rttolism. 

Flfer Appointed.

has appointed forim r Gov rnor Joseph 
Flfer of Illinois, a meriber of the In- 
terstate commerce co.nmisaioa, vUt 
J. W. Calhoun resigned.

LIMITED EXPRESS WRECKED. 



Qenernl Snperliitendent Sny<» the Tools 
Lsed l)y the D.istjuds Wore 
Found Near the S>ceue 
of Aecident. 




Detroit, Nov. 10.— Michigan Central 
train No. 310, the Cincinnati, Hamtlflm 
and Dayton limited, northbound, was 
wrecked near Vienna, Mich., about 12 

miles from Toleilo. Hnia.sliiiig four of 
the cars and the engine and injuring 
31 persons, none of them, it la thought, 
fatally. The railroad oflicials assert 
that the rails were tampered with, 
causing them to spread when the rap- 
idly moving train struck the curve. 

Oeneral Superintendent L'Homme- 
of the Michigan Central railway stated 
that the company would offer a reward 
of $2,.".0u for the capture ami conviction 
of the persons who caused the wreck. 

He said: "We are satisfied that the 
accident was caused by train wre( kers. 
We found the tools they used witli the 
marks fresh upon them. They aie not 
our tools, as they were stamped 'M. D.' 
which stands for Michigan division. 
All our tools are plainly stamped With 
the Initials of tho road. 

"The wreckers removed the angle 
plates — that has been conclusively 
proved to us," he continued. "If the 
cars had been less strongly built, tlio 
wreck would have been frightful to 
contemplate. All the police machin- 
ery of the road will be put in opera- 
tion to capture the wreckers." 

Charles Krell's condition Is serious.

The Chlpago Wife Slurderer Paye 

Highest Penalty of LaW. 
Chicago, Nov. 10, — Albert August 
Becker, the German butcher, who on 
Jan. 27 last murdered bis wife, Rachel, 
and afterwards chopped up and iwiled 
the remains In order to dispose of 
them, was hanged In the county Jail 
at noon. Becker's neck was not broken 
by the fall, and it was 16 minutes be- 
fore be was pronounced dead. 

On the scaffold Ufiker protested his 
Innocence, and declared George Sut- 
terlin, the father of his second wife, 
was tha real murderer.

New York, Nov. 10.— Admiral and

of people called at the hotel during 
the morning to see the admiral, but 
vhey were dooiried to disappointment, 
as no card was sent to the admiral. 
The admiral and hitf bride will remain 
in the city a day or so and then go to 
the summer home of Mrs. Ludlow, the 
sister of Mrs. Dewey at Oakdale, Long 
Island, where they will stay a week. 

Inquest on Klertlon 'Newn. 
Washington. Nov. 11.— Tlie cabinet 
meeting lasted almoat three hours. 
After the adjournment two of the cab- 
inet ofllcers said that the question of 
a civil government for Ciiba had not 
been raised. There were some ex- 
changes of opinion upon the result of 
146 elections, all the membors regard- 
ing the result as an Indorsement ot the 
administration's policy. It was de- 
cided to establish domestic postage In 
the Philippines, as it has been estab- 
liahad la Porto Rico and Oaba. 



A Heef Ring. 

Havana, Nov. 10.— The local paperf 
are again exereiaed about the pHoe of 

meat. Ijist month they say 35,000 head 
of cattle were Imported, but there is 
no reduction in price. Many of the 
poor, they point out. cannot buy meat 
at all owing to the high figures, as a 
good deal of meat Is sold at 40 cents a 
pound, whereas all kinds could be sold 
at 16 cents a pound. Mayor Lacoate 
says Importers made a ring, raising 
the prMa on live stock and thus aeta- 
ally raising the prtoa haaf .

The ofBcial ooant began tbrongboat 
the State yesterday, and in nearly all 
counties except JeQ'erson it wfll probably 
be completed to-day. 

In spite of all tbe riot tallr, there was 
no trouble. 

The Louifiville Courier-Journal receiv- 
ed reports from sixty-uine counties. In 
some ooonties Senator Ooebel sbowed 
gains, while in otben there wera^ gains 
lor Mr. Taylor. 

Hot contests will be made overj^the 
▼ot* <rf Knox, JefEsnoa, Ntlaon and orer 
precincts in several otber ooonties, and 
on these may depend tbe rssolt, says tbe 
Courier-Journal. 

In Nelson a serious error was made in 
tba printing of tbe ballota. Tba name 
of William P. Taylor instead of W. S 
Taylor appeared on the ballot in all pre 
cincta except one in Nelson County, and

In Knox John Henry Wilson and 
otber Republicans caused pasters, or slips 
of paper with the names of candidates 
for Circuit Jtid);*', to be put on about 
2,000 ballots, and Chairman AUie W 
Young has gone there to contest tbe vote.

laterestiag ReBinlseeaeM af tke War. 
Deatk of Lii utmnnt Saa T. i•^ 
Bian, C. S. A. 

The old time citlsens of Mavflville will 
lemember Uam T. Forman, who left here 
in the summer of 1861 to link bis for- 
tunes with the Southern Confederacy. 
Prior to his going to the war he waa in 
the grain and commission bnslnses on 
the Bcuth side of Second street, just east 
of Market, in the brick building that is 
now occupied by T. J. Winter dc Go. He 
waa a gallant and beloved gentleman, and 
Mason County never sent forth a more 
heroic soul to (iie in a cause tiiat he 
thought just and sacred. Although more 
than thirty-seven years has passed since 
Ins ileath, yet this is the first account of 
it that has ever been published. 

Dr. A. N. Ellis bas kindly given the 
Bi i i.KTi.v the facta as he remembers 
them. He saya that be took no notea of 
what he saw at Pittsbnrgb Landing— that 
he did not think it was nfcessary, for 
every incident of that bloody affair was 
written on his brain as if traced with a 
pen of fire. At the time of the battle be 
waa a Lieutenant in the Forty-ninth Ohio 
Regiment and was serving' as an Aid-de- 
camp on the staff of the late General 
Nelson. He aays: 

"The battle of BbUob Olosed about 4 
o'clock on tbe afternoon of April 7, 1802, 
at which time tbe Confederates drewotf 
and began their retreat to Corinth. My 
thoughts all along during the two days' 
fighting were of my brother George, who 
was a private soldier in the 'Seventieth 
Ohio Regiment, and the very moment 
hostilities ceased in our front I got per- 
mission from my commanding oflScer to 
see if I could not find bim. The battle- 
field presented a friK'litful spectacle, for 
in those woods and fields more than 
100,000 men had struggled for mastery 
all the loHK hours of those fearful days. 
Across the open spaces, in the thick 
underbrusb, up and down tbe roads, be- 
hind every fence and log, the dead and 
wounded lay everywhere. Slain and 
crippled horses, dismounted cannon, 
broken muskets, drums and caissons 
completed the confusion. 

"The tents of Grant's soldiers, out of 
which tbey bad been driven when they 
were surprised on Sunday morning, were 
still >t:indin>r, many of them badly torn 
and riddled by the gunboat cannon on 
Sunday night The smoke of tbe con- 
flict Ptill hovereil over the field or floated 
lazily up from the wet ground and lin- 
gered in tb^tree tops wben I started on 
my sad journey, for as yet I knew noth- 
ing uf the fate of my brother and ex- 
pected to come upon bis dead or mangled 
form at any moment. In my highly ex- 
cited and nervous condition I ran hastily 
out upon tbe field— trom one ciead man 
to another, from one wounded man to 
another. I did not know-where to look 
or where to go. .My brother was one of 
Cirant'a men and had been in the battle 
both days. I was one of Bnell's, and bad 
only been there on Monday, or rather 
from about dark iSunday night. I only 
knew that tbe SeventieUi Obio belonged 
to Sherman's divii^ion an<l had been 
encamped several miles from the Ten- 
nessee, where tbe fight began, and was 
among the first troops engaged. I asked 
everybody I saw if they could tell me 
anything of Sherman's division and got 
all Idnds of conflicting replies. I passed 
by many temporary field hospitals, 
where the surgeons were at their grim 
work. I peered through tbe window of 
a little log bouse and saw a man's arm 
taken off close to the shoulder joint. He 
must have been a brave man for he 
never winced when tbe black blood flew 
up against the si<le of the room or w hen 
the saw was applied to the gory bone. I 
went into the thickets and saw hundreds 
of blackened corpses of men and horses 
who bad been wounded and afterwards 
burned to death, where tbe woods had 
been set afire by the abells. I saw the 
remains of five Confederate soldiers who 
bad evidently been shielding themselves 
behind a tree and all met death by a big 
solid shot oomiog through tbe side of 
the tree. Their bowels had all been torn 
out and strung in shreds and ribbons on 
tbe ground. I talked with one Confeder- 
ate foldier, clad in brown jeans, whose 
leg bad been carried away above the 
knee by a cannon ball. He told me that 
he was from Hopkinsville, Ky. I always 
felt sorry that I did not take his name 
and regiment. By and bv, much to my 
joy, I came across a man belonging to 
the Seventieth Ohio whom I knew quite 
well, for he used to work for niy father 
on the farm. He was the tallest man 
and the tallest liar— a gay, gorgeous, tal- 
ented, though not successful liar-in the 
regiment. Although his name is ou my 
tongue, yet I will not tell it because be 
left relatives now living in Mayevillo and 
I do not want them to read my opin- 
ion of him. When I asked him about 
hia regiment in general and my brother 
in particular he told me not to look any 
farther, that, A- was tbe 'only man left 
and that ail the rest were dead and in 
hell!' Wben I asked bim ho«r it came 
that he was spared he tolil me he had he- 
come separated from hia command early 
in the action. Wben be told me that, I 



thought of tbe 10,000 BMn whom Nelson 
aid Buell bad found cowering under the 
bank and wondered If h" were not one 
of tbem. His account of the part he 
had taken in tbe battle was very enter- 
taining, full of lurid pictures of gore and 
s<slf sacrifice, and the only time he dis- 
played any-^emotion was when he de- 
scribed how he bad killed a rebel and 
got bis canteen of whisky, which he was 
afraid to drink for fear it contained 
poison. Tears came to his ayaa wben be 
told of how dry he was (and bow be bad 
been always dry — born dry ) and how it 
just broke bis heart when he smelt of 
that whisky and tboogbt tbat perbapa it 
wouVd be best for his insides if he left it 
alone. Acroes the chasm of more than 
a third of a oentnry X oan still aaa tboaa 
tears! 

Bidding my old friend good bye, I 
passed on to the spot where Trabue's 
division of Breckinridge's corps had as- 
saulted McDowell's brigade of Sherman's 
division.on Sunday morning. In a space 
only 30 or 40 yards square the ground 
was almost covered with dead and wound- 
ed men in gray unif orm. It had been 
raining and bearing some of tbe poor 
fellows complaining of being cold I 
hastily gathered some blanketa ainl tried 
to make them a little more comfortable. 
If I remember correctly I was in the 
old abandoned camp of tbe Sixtb Iowa 
and Fortieth Illinois. Passing from one 
wounded man to another I suddenly 
came upon my old acquaintance Sam T. 
Forman. In a few broken sentences, be 
told me that be was wounded in the 
thigh — had been shot at tbe early onset 
on Sunday morning, and that he had had 
nothing to eat or drink since — that he 
was a great sufferer. He begged me to 
get an ambulance just as soon as I could, 
take bim to the hospital, and report his 
condition to Oen'l. Nelson. Fearing that 
somebody might rob him he gave me hia 
pocketbook and pistol. He had $294 in 
money— two 100 dollar bills, one 50 dol- 
lar bill, one 20 dollar bill and L'l dollars 
in Tennessee bank bills. After making 
him as comfortable as posiible I hastened 
away to try to get an ambulance. I had 
A long ways to go towards the river to 
find one. In my search I saw Lieut 
Frank Sheets of Gen'l. R. W. Johnson's 
Btatf (afterwards killed at Stone river) 
and asked him to assist me. Finally I 
did get one but, alas, it waa too late. It 
got dark and I got lost Directing tbe 
atubulance driver to pick up a load of 
the wounded, I then started to try and 
find tbe camp of tbe Seventieth Ohio. 
After wandering arouud helplessly for 
sometime I suddenly came upon the ob- 
ject of my search. The first man I saw 
whom I knew was Capt. John T. Wilson, 
whose name still lives in the ahape of 
that magnificent children's home at 
West Union. He stood by a blazing tire, 
bis manly form standing out in fine re- 
lief against tbe dark back groond of tbe 
woods, while a streak of blood on bis 
cheek showed where be liad been 
wounded. On inqtiiring about my brother 
I was told that be was dead— was the 
first man killed on that part of the line 
—that the top of his head had been car- 
ried away by a cannon l>aU. A soldier 
volunteered to go with me to the corpse. 
One cannot imagine my feelings as we 
groped our way out into the daik 
among the roots and stumps and treea to 
where the poor fellow lay. I passed my 
hand down acroas his face and when my 
fingers reeted upon his muaUobe T knew 
tbat it was cousin Wm. Ellia and not my 
brother George. I then retraced my 
steps to the camp fire and it was not 
long before Col. Cockerill ordered every- 
body to lie down on the ground and 
make ready to receive the enemy as it 
was rumored tbat tbe foe heavily rein- 
forced was ooming to retake the field ! 
Jim Lawwill of Aberdeen pulled me down 
on tbe ground beside him, threw a gum 
blanket over me and it was not more 
than a minute before I was sound asleep. 

"As soon as daylight came I started 
out to find George and sncoeeded in 
locating him safe and sound, busily for- 
aging for something to eat He had lots 
to tell me of bis doings during tbe battle. 
He had lost his overcoat, but how he 
had lost it he did not or would not tell. 
When I first came upon him I was ao 
glad to aee him that I cried like a baby. 
The intenae nervous strain I had been 
subjected to for 60 hours almoat broke 
me down. It seemed as if a wave of 
blood had been dashed up against my 
boyish feet. 

"Returning at once to Gen. Nelson I 
told bim all about Sam Forman being 
wounded out on the field. He at once 
ordered me to go and find him and take 
bim to a hospital boat. Feeling quite 
sure that I would find him, the General 
got a parole from General Grant and 
wrote to Sam's father at WashiiiK'tnn 
that he might expect his son at home in 
Kentucky Just as soon as be was able to 
travel. Well, to make a short story out 
of a long one 1 will come straight to the 
point and say that I never found Sam. 
I went everywhere, especially onto tbe 
steamboata where I was horrified to find 
the condenaed agony of that bloody bat- 
tle. The snfferiag in tha VWds and 
fields waa bad enough, but tb«"ffuflering 
on the boats was a tbonnanil limes worse. 
I Wheu we remember that the loas on the 
Union and Confederate sides i{as over

23,000 killed, wounded and missing, it 
will not be a wonder that I did not find 
tba object of my search. 

*'Some months after the battle, while at 

home on aick leave I went out to see Mr. 
George L. Forman and found him sorely 
afllioted over tbe loes of bis son. He told 
me that when he n r civivl (General Nel- 
son's letter saying tbat Sam was coming 
home he was highly elated and that for 
many long weeks he drove to the Mayt- 
ville landing in bis carriage to meet tbe 
poor boy who never came back from the 
smoking fields of war. With tears in his 
eyes he spoke of the anguish of his soul 
wben the days pasaed into weeks, the 
weeks into months— fond hope into dread 
suspense and suspense deepened into the 
black night of utter despair! 

"Before closing these recollections I 
will mention tbat in running around over 
the field looking for Sam Formsn I came 
upon John Blanchard, who was a prisoner 
of war in onr handa. Finding tbat I 
stood pretty close to Nelson and Buell 
and that I had a parole for Forman, John 
got very friendly and eoeiable and asked 
me to get him one. I told him that Nel- 
son would do all that he could for bim, 
if he would agree to go home to Mason 
County and behave himself— that he 
must quit the war and all that sort of 
thing. This be would not promise to do 
—said that if be went home that he 
would stay there until he waa regularly 
exchanged when he would again enter 
the Confederate ranks and flgbt tbe 
North again. Wben I beard tbat Und 
of talk I told him to stay right where 
be was. Be waa afterwarda taken td 
Camp Chase and remained there a long 
time. I am told that he never came 
back to this part of the country again. 

"When our division was at Nashville, 
Harry Devin fell into our handa aa a 
prisoner of war, General Nelson told me 
tliat be would have paroled him if he 
bad asked for it. In Sam Forman's 
pocketbook there was a little note saying 
Harry Devin was a deserter. This was 
news to me as I thought we had taken 
him prisoner by force. Some months 
after the battle of Shiloh andjwhile rid- 
ing on the cars between Columbus, Ky., 
and Corinth, Miss., I met a Lieutenant 
belonging to tbe Eighteenth Illinois who 
told me that he had been severely 
wounded at Shiloh and had been taken 
to the hospiUl boat "Chancellor;" that 
Lieut Sam T. Forman, 0. 8. A., lay on 
tbe very next cot to him ; that Forman 
had been picked up on the field about 
noon 00 Tueeday ; tbat Dr. Hill, surgeon

lacrease in the .Ai'reas;e of Whent and It 
Was Sowu Under Very Favorable 
OaidiUaif. 
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State Commissioner of AKriculture 
Moore in bis monthly report says: 

"Replies were received this month from 
136 correspondents, repreeenting 102 

counties. 

,"Tba close of October saw practically 
the entire wheat crop seeded, the con- 
templated acroflKe iR estimated at 101 as 
compared with the acreage of 1808, 93 
per cent of whieh was Seeded prior to 
November I. This is in strikinjt con- 
trast with the same date of 18'J8, when 
f ally 80 per cent, of tha acraaga raaaained 
to be sown. 

"The western section reports the acre- 
age same as last year, the increase being 
in the central section. The southeastern 
section, where comparatively little wheat 
ij sown,' is not iuciudeil in the estimate 
of acreage and condition of tbe wheat 
crop. 

"A coneiderable number of counties 
show a substantial increase in acreage, 
and a law of these report it the largest in 
tbe history of the counties. This ia off- 
set by reports from counties where the 
dronth prevented the seeding of any but 
the corn and tobacco lande, by reason of 
wiiich the acreaee is materially reduced. 

"The condition compared with average 
year ia 97. For the paat three years tbe 
condition on November 1 has been aa 
follows: 1898, 90; 1807, C2; 1896,96. In 
tbe weetern section the condition la 97, 
while for the oentnl setition ft is 99. 

"The soil was in most excellent condi- 
tion for seeding, and generally there was 
snflBcienc moietnre to permit rapid and 
perfect germination. As a retnlt the 
stand is good and the plant vigorous, in 
a nnmber of counties local showen from 
time to time have made the condition 
phenomenally high, in the central sec- 
tion, Bonrbon Oonnty reporta tha oondi> 
tion 140 as compared with average yeara ; 
Clark, 120; Scott, 115 ; Lincoln, 120, and 
Madison, 125. 

"In the weatern aaction, Hickman 
County reports a condition of 120 and 
Larue a condition of 125. 

"Againat these very favorable reports, 
however, are reporta from oonnties 
where the drouth was long and severe 
and where tbe plant had difficulty in 
sustaining itaeU aftainat tha aotnbined 
influences of heat and lack of moisture. 
In such counties the condition ia corres- 
pondingly low. Some injury also has 
resulted from insects. In Mercer County 
cut worms have canaed considerable 
damage, and in Warran the crop is in- 
fested with 'fly,' resowing to eoma ex- 
tent being necessary. 

On the whole, however, farmers have 
every reaaon to be encouraged by the 
proapeet. The enltivstioh Was probably 
never better, and now that the droutii is 
broken we may expect an improvement 
on even the present flattiering outlook. 

"Pastures and live stock. Pastures 
have improved slightly during the 
month. The condition November 1 aver- 
ages 69 as against (id on October 1. Feed- 
iog has been necessary, and where neg- 
lected, stock cattle especially are re- 
duced in* flesh. Farmers have curtailed 

the nnmber of stock on hand so aa to 
better enable them to care for the re- 
mainder. Few cattle are being fed for 
market, and on account of tbe absence 
of the usual grazing and tbe scarcity of 
stock water the condition of tbeaa ia but 
80 compared with averaee years. 

"HoKs have been marketed freely, and 
but a small portion of the number fed 
remains unsold. The condition, com- 
pared with averajfo years, is 'M. Ttiirty- 
two correspondents report hoK cholera 
and ninety-seven report none in county. 

"The weatlier has been favorable and 
good progress was made in houtjinv the 
corn crop. The yield has proven diuap- 
pointing, falling far below expectationp. 
More than the usual attention has been 
given to faving (be (odder crop, and the 
supply of pongbaiia tattonaidBraa ample."
